strike is illegal and that the first step toward 
peace must be a return of the men to work. 
As the men refuse to do this, the conference 
ended where it began. 

Excepting that six of the nine provinces 
have jointly declared that their laws have 
been and are being broken, and that they 
will not condone the violation by proceeding 
as though it had not occurred. A seventh 
province, Prince Edward Island, proposed 
to take over and operate the plants there, 
but the employes said this would make no 
difference in their attitude; they would only 
go back to work, even for the government, 
if assured that their wage demands would 
be conceded. 

Following the conference came an of- 
ficial announcement that employes of twen- 
ty-one other plants across the Dominion, 
which have not been involved in the tie-up 
thus far, will take strike votes during the 
present week. 

The deadlock between the companies and 
their employes is thus paralelled by a sec- 
ond deadlock between the strikers and the 
provincial governments. The issue of the 
second dispute is whether provincial labor 
laws mean what they say, or can be disre- 
garded. If these enactments are not in 
reality binding upon employes they cannot 
be held to be binding on employers either. 
The broad question thus raised is whether 
the provinces can in fact regulate labor re- 
lations.

_A Call For Help 

Cholera has broken out in Egypt. An 
immediate result was an appeal to Britain 
to send along some serum, and similar 


appeals to the United States and South | 


Africa. 

The last words from Cairo before the 
epidemic broke out had been hot demands 
that the British get out of the country 
regardiess of treaty rights, and blood- 
chilling threats of what the Arab states 
would do if the United Nations did not 
take orders from them. 

Then why didn't Cairo appeal to the 
Arab nations to save Egypt from the Black 
Death? The reason is obvious. Those 


nations haven't any serum. They don’t know | 


how to make it, though that is a part of the 
world where cholera is particularly liable to 
Strike. Most Arabs never heard of the stuff. 
Few of them would know what to do with it 
if they had some. 

If the plague is to be stayed, not only will 
serum have to be sent from the countries 
which Egypt and its allies have been railing 
against; it will also have to be administered 
by doctors from these or other foreign 
countries. And if it isn't stayed, Egypt and 
its neighbor states will become a no-man's 
land. 

Of course the serum will be sent, and 
doctors to head the fight against the most 
deadly of all diseases if there are not enough 
of them already on the ground. 

Perhaps hereafter Egypt will be some- 
what more respectful toward its treaty 
obligations, and toward the power -which 
rescued it from the Mahdi and is now asked 
to help rescue it from the plague. It may 
even be that the Arab nations will modify 
their belligerent attitude toward the western 
powers now that they must ask these

WASHINGTON. — The probable 


of 5 filled with small, round, 
Seen comic cloud patches which 
presumably are aggregations of in- 
tersteliar dust in the process of 
concentration—are being studied by 
Harvard observatory astronomers. 


They call these mysterious ob- 
jects “cosmic globules.” They ap- 
pear about halfway between un- 
organized clouds of gas and minute 
particles, and the youngest type 
of luminous stars. 

All space is filled with very fine- 
ly diffused gas, chiefly hydrogen— 
which is 10,000 times more abun- 
dant than any other form of mat- 
ter in the universe—and what Dr. 
Felix Cerbusani of the Harvard staff 
calls “cosmic grains.” The tenuous- 
ness of the gas is such that there 
is only about one atom in many 
cubic miles. On the average, 
are only about 1/100 as 
the particles, which are estim: 
to have a radius of about a hi 
dred-thousandth of an inch. Each 
of them contains about a billion 
atoms. In certain limited areas of 
the universe, however, the particles 
become about as numerous as the 
hydrogen molecules. 

The greatest concentrations, out- 
side the stars themselves, are in 
these cosmic globules being studied 
by Dr. Bart J. Bok of the Harvard 
staff. He found the largest number 
of these objects in the general 
neighborhoood of the Messier neb- 
ula, between the earth and the 
center of the milky way system, as 
distances of approximately 25,000,< 
000,000,000,000 miles from the earth, 

In most parts of the heavens. 
however, they are entirely absent. 
Thay seem to be most thickly dis- 
ributed around the galaxy's center 
of gravity where, presumably, the 
distribution of matter is much more 
dense than elsewhere, Their size 
ranges from 10 to 80 times that 
of the earth’s orbit around the sun, 

The particles are describ s 
tiny crystals of cosmic gas wi 
temperature very close to absollite 
zero. They contain considerable 
amounts of iron—more than the 
average for the stars themselves, 

Presumably all the billions of 
stars which make up the milky way 
galaxy have been formed in the 
course of cosmic time out of an 
original all-pervading gas which at 
one time was much denser than 
at present. The ancient process of 
Star formation, the Harvard studies 
indicate, is continuing as at the 
beginning; although the birth rate 
has probably declined in the past 
few billion yards, 


Plan Excavating 


LOCKPORT, Man. (CP)—An 
archeological party delving into 
the early history of Manitoba by 
excavating old Indian camp sites e 
accumulated in successive layers 
near here, 20 miles northeast of 
Winnipeg, has discovered an: un< 
expected number of occupation 
periods 

The two-week project, whi 
occupy seven archeologists, is - 
ed by Walter Hlady of Middle-« 
church, Man., whose interest in the 
subject was aroused eight years 
ago—when he was only 14—by dis« 
covery of an old Indian bone scrap< 
er on his father’s property 


He said the party expected to dis<- 
cover three “occupation strata.” the 
deposits remaining from different 
periods of Indian settlement. Pre- 
liminary work has revealed that 
there may be nine layers of debris 
remains, indicating nine separate 
occupations by Indians. 

r ] tests have been very favor- 
able,” said Mr. Hlady. The arche- 
Ologists noted the nine possible 
occupation layers in a “profile” test 
made on the bank of the Red 
River, where the earth was removed 
to a depth of seven feet. 

The layers are visible, some of 
1em being marked by covers of 
silt deposited by the river when the 
banks were unoccupied. Pottery 
remnants have been found which 
may be more than 350 years old. 

Already a bone fishing tool made 
from moose or elk and a bone tan- 
ning tool believed to have been 
fashioned from buffalo have been 
discovered. Only abcut 10 of fs 
bone tools have been found & 
the Red River within the last 2 
years, Mr. Hlady said 

Other finds include arrow heads, 
crapers and anima. and fish bones, 
Deposits of fish scales, left by 
Indians more than 200 years ago 
and resembling bits of bread crust 
now, have been found embedded in 
the camp site debris 

Small black specks of earth turn 
out to be charcoal remains of 
Indian fireplaces 

After the “profile” test the arche- 
ologists will dig a trench 20 feet 
long and five feet wide, and exe 
pect to dig to a depth of seven feet, 
Excavated earth will be sifted care- 
fully for remains. The findings will 


be carefully noted and correlated as 
to time
